"Calais' is one of the greatest lace 


centers in the world, .particularly lor 
maehUie-made 
lace," 
says 
Uuiteci 


States Consul J. B. Milner, In a re- 
cent report to the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor. 


-'In Calais there are 400 lace manu- 


factories, containing about 3,000 laoe 
machines. These machines range in 
valve, according to their age and kind, 
frojn $1,000 to $7,000 each. 
Among 


the manufacturers are all kinds, from 
thbse who make the commonest arti- 
cles to those who produce the finest 
that'can be mechanically made. Among 
the; workmen in these factories are 
some employed in making common 
articles, and others have no superiors 
in their profession. 
Calais has its am- 


bitious citizens and the spirit of riv- 
alry atid desire to excel in its pro- 
duets. 
This rivalry is caused by the 


desire not only to prosper financially, 
but to excel in art. 


'•The manufacturers do not complete 


the lace. This is done by the bleach- 
ers and dyers. Nor can the manufac 
turer afford continuous employment 
to the men who install and repair tne 
machines; there must be the -'metteur 
en oeuvre' and the 'regleur.' 


"The first machines imported from 


England were of a very rudimentary 
mechanism. 
Successive 
inventions 


step by step, have resulted in the 
creation of one highly improved ma- 
chine, known as the 'Levers.' 
Tne 


Levers machines, entirely adopted r>y 
the Calais lace industry, are of two 
types: 


"1. 'Levers with lean bars' are ma- 


chines quite delicate in construction, 
of which all the parts are so com- 
bined as to assure constant speed and 
regularity In their movements with- 
out accidents. 
These machines 
are 


capable of making iace of a width 
which varies, with the machine, from 
146 to 15C inches. 


"2. 
Machines denominated 
'go- 


through without lean bars' have a soft- 
er movement than the Levers with 
lean burs, and a far greater capacity, 
us their movements are quicker, and 
the width of the machines can ue 
much greater, some of them having 
a width of 222 inches. The weight of 
these machines varies, according to 
size, from 22,000 to 20,000 pounds.

lowest wages, the industry has grad- 
ually spread out from this center until 
the villages and hamlets of the sui- 
roun'ding 
mountains have also De- 


come dotted over with machine lace 
plants, and In this wise one or two 
neighboring consular 
districts 
have 


been invaded, though the real seat ot 
the industry has 
always 
remained 


here, and chance shipments from orh- 
er districts are mainly due to the ei- 
fort* of American agencies 
located 


there to accumulate a number of or- 
ders into one lot. 


"What is now familiarly known as 


the "hand machine' for making em- 
broidered lace is an ingenious device, 
invented by Joshua Heilmann, 
an 


Alsatian, about the year 1829. Though 
numerous improvements have from 
time to time been supplied, the princi- 
ple of the Heilmann machine has re- 
mained the same."

embroidery and lace industry is ons 
of 'tlje most Important and profitable 
of the export industries of Switzer- 
land. It demands educated and intel- 
ligent workmen for the management 
of the embroidery machines, and many 
clever female helpers for the auxiliarj 
machines and for the various processes 
through which the merchandise has 
to go before It is rtady for export 
The Industry sends Its products to ail 
the civilized countries in the world 
From a national economic point 01 
•view this industry .s interesting am; 
worthy of attention, because the cosi 
of production consists principally T 
the workers' wages and only In a sec- 
ondary degree in the value of the ma- 
terial and raw products.

at the same time Yale is the most 
popular and most desirable college, 
rom the standpoint of the student 
who earns both his bread and his ed- 
ucation, says the Pittsburg Gazette. 


If fond parents realized at the start 


that the embarking of a boy at Yalu 
for the four years' voyage require*, 
jefore the journey is completed, an 
nvestment of nearly J4.500, some of 
them might be tempted to let the 
cion fight the battle with the hard 
world without the aid of a Yale sheep- 
skin. The class books contain care- 
fully 
compiled 
financial 
statistics. 


They give the exepense for the av- 
erage man for the entire four years' 
course. 


The expense extremes are always 


divergent. For Instance, in the das? 
of 1U03 one plutocrat expended $11,000 
u his senior struggle, whereas a pe- 
nurious classmate struggled along on 
an actual cash outlay of $50. In the 
following class one man sank nearlv 
$25.00U into his entire college course, 
in contrast to an economical man, 
who managed the four years on $500. 


'I he inference Is extravagance, and 


it is fully justified. It is a character- 
istic of AriK-ricaa college life. 
Us 


p:''monitions were observed by Tno- 
riutt. '.vho. in writing of his own col- 
lege experience at Harvard from 183:i- 
37, \vhc:i the average expense per stud- 
tut \v;id less than *200. said: 
"Even 


the poor student studies and is taught 
only political economy, while- 
that 


economy of living which is synony- 
mous with philosophy is not even sin- 
cerely piolessed in our American col- 
leges. The consequence is that, whil3 
he is studying Adam Smith, Rlcardo, 
lie runs his father in debt irrestrieva- 
bb." Just to what degree the latter 
misfortune occurs is 
problematical, 


but that k does occur Is evident when 
we realize that the expenses during 
the short college year of the 
Yile 


students are almost three times ns 
great as the Income of the average 
At.'.e'.ican family for the entire year. 


The ways in which this money dis- 


appear are "such and 
so 
various." 


Some of the fixed charges are:

Lion. $lf)5; room rent, about $3.50 a 
wiek, or $12(! for the college year; 
board at tho dining hall averages J5 
i week and totals $175 for the year; 
furniture, $50 a year; subscriptions to 
so<ieties, athletics, student organiza- 
tions, the I'rums, etc., pass the cen- 
tury mark. 
Besides, there- are text- 


books, so numerous and so expensive; 
clothes (and Yale men are good dress- 
ers). railroad fares arid a myriad of 
.-^ee;ningly unavoidable and incidental 
e.'-l.en&es. 
The usual price paid for 


the three days' "fussing" festivities 
at 1'rom time is 
about 
$150. 
The 


heaviest item of this are carriages 
and (lowers galore, at greatly inflated 
prices, and the new custom-made frock 
coat outfit. "Then, it comes high to 
be n senior. There is the class fund 
subscription at $10 or more, the cap 
and gown at $8, the class-day tax of $ti, 
the class supper at $5, the class book 
(one or more copies) at $5 and Hie 
Senior Prom at a $10 ante, which is 
swe'lled to several times that by car- 
riages, flowers and such trifles. 


But the enormity of their difllcul- 


ties is hardly imaginable. 
Coming 


I rom a tolerably sufficient home, where 
tb.-y have, after perusal of pamphlets 
on student self-support, figured out a 
great array of choices and possibili 
ties of student occupations, they are 
thrust into the reality—into perhaps 
the fiercest labor competition existent, 
for the supply of student labor rnan^ 
time exceeds the demand. 
So 
tne 


raw freshman, lacking capital, friends 
and experience, barely exists through 
a long period of semi-starvation. 


Gradually he adjusts himself to the 


new conditions and begins to see op- 
portunities. Perhaps he is assisted by 
the Yale Bureau of Self-Help, which 
is a gratuitous employment agency tor 
needy Yale students. A great difficul- 
ty of the working student is the bat- 
tle between study and work, to which 
lie is constant witness. 
It is the old 


pioblem that a man can't serve two 
masters. 
Primarily which shall he 


be—student or breadwinner? 
Often- 


times necessity decides for him in 
favor of the latter. 


Bottled Grapes, 


Vine growers in 
France 
market 


fresh grapes all winter by a new and 
curious method, says a writer in Coun- 
try L.!fe 
in 
America. 
Bunches of 


grapes when ripe are cut so that a 
piece of the vine five or six inches 
long remains attached. A large num- 
ber of wide necked bottles filled with 
water are placed In horizontal rows l.i 
racks in a cellar, and the stem of the 
pi-apes la placed in the mouth of the 
bottle, whIVe the grapes hang outsMs. 
The grapes do not touch the water 
but are supplied with water through 
Iho stem. The low uniform tempera- 
ture- of the cellar Is favorable to the 
preservation of the .fruit, and water 
is supplied daily to the bottles to 
make up for the evaporation.

wns it inaugurated, an., while in the 
meantime it has attained 
enormous 


magnitude for the islai.d. it is now 
in the throes of dissolution.1 says a 
St. Johns correspondent of the i:os- 
ton Transcript. 


Modern 
whaling, as practiced in 


Newfoundland, repiesents the chase ot 
me rorqual, or racer whale, the speed- 
iest of all tho tribe ol cetaceans, and 
one which hitherto could not be pur- 
sued because of its alertness and spued. 
Today this whale is oha.sed by small 
but swift steamers of about loo tons 
burden, on the bow of which is mount- 
ed a small mortarlike cannon, whicU 
throws a harpoon with an explosive 
head, fired by a time fuse, 
killing 


it almost instantly, this weapon lie- 
ing a substitute for the hand harpoon 
formerly used. 


The steamers operate from stations 


along the coast and kill their prey 
within a radius of a da\r's run. where- 
as old time whalers made long voy- 
ages, being months and sometimes 
jears a\vaj- from home. 
'1 he 
now 


method providers factories at suitable 
noims on the coast to which the wiuiios 
arc brought, when killed, lo lie cut 
up, e\ery mor.«ei of the Kij;antlc body 


I eing turned to Home commercial use. 


Ill LSilS the

It divided th.p coast into fltty- 


inile sections, within which only one 
steamer and one factory were to lie 
allowed to opera I e, while I here were 
other 
limitations against 
excessive 


fishing which tended to keep the in- 
dustry within bounds. 


Immediately this 
legislation 
was 


outlined speculators began to secure 
sites within these areas, which sites, 
being obtained frequently for nothing, 
were then sold tu whaling companies 
for largo amounts. 
In 
som.'» 
cases 


Irom $7,i")Uii to flO.OOO was asked and 
obtained for the confession, this rep- 
resenting about 
!."> per cent, of the 


capital stock of the companies, ror 
the holders of the sites declined to 
take cash payments, demanding SIOCK, 
because of the !ari?o dividends which 
they felt certain it would bring. 


The business grew so rapidly that 


In 19uf> no less than seventeen steam- 
ers with as many factories \vere oper- 
ating many the coast of 
Newfound- 


land, the aggregate capitalization be- 
ing about Jl.fiOO.OilO. 
At this point 


disaster 
befell then, forewarning ol 


which had been given the previous 
year but without attracting serious at- 
tention. The catch of whales gradual- 
ly rose from 55 in 189S to ,1219 in 
1904. but whereas a kill of GOO or 700 
\vhales for four steamers meant a sub- 
stantial profit, a kill of 1.000 or 1,200 
whales by ten or 
twelve 
steamers 


.presaged serious loss. In 1904 most ot 
the companies paid but small divi- 
dends, and in 1905 four new steamers 
wor% introduced, the result being mat 
all were faced with heavy 
deficits 


when operations closed at tho end 
of last year. 


The season wns, in the first piaoe, a 


bad one, and the price of oil, because 
of oversupply from Norway and New- 
foundland, had dropped considerably, 
having declined from ?12r> lo ?SO a ion 
ic three years. In the next place, the 


< atch wns very small, not totalling 
l.(KiO whales for the seventeen stfvam- 
ers employed, one of these, 
fnoroii. 


representing a company capitalized at 
$110.000. failing to secure a single 'isn, 
while the highest killed was 8*. as 
against 256 for a single steamer In 
1S02. 


The experiences of Norway has teen 


that the industry has been operated 
on a large scale for more than thirty 
years without, effecting any1 sensible 
diminution in tho apparent visible 
supply, and although 
the 
bowhead 


and the cachelot whales have been 
hunted for centuries they are yet suffi- 
ciently numerous to provide employ- 
ment for a goodly number of Ameri- 
can, English and Norwegian whalers 
in the Pacific and Atlantic oceans. 
Hence as the rorqual whales arc In all 
probability as numerous as either ot 
the other species, and as they liave 
not been hunted with anything like 
the persistency with which the bow- 
heads and cacelots 
have 
been, 
it 


would seem as if extreme caution in 
this respect were unnecessary.

A young man comes in from the coun- 
try with fifteen dollars and he thinko 
he has a lot of money.

find work, it slowly or quickly, us 
(he case may be, dwindles, and to 
economize, he drifts to the Bowery, 
where living is cheaper.

cases, if he is not robbed of the little 
he has, he is caught by the tinsel 
v>l. >no irs of the streets, and unless 
it is too late we finallj'i get him. 


"Eliminating the question of dissi- 


pation, I think the chief reason why 
so many college men 
reach 
these 


straits is that the colleges are turning 
out more men than there Is a demand 
for. Of course, men with special apt'- 
tudes and training are always want- 
ed, but those who are not proficient 
in any particular line can not eaten 
hold. 
The numbers of these are In- 


creasing yearly. 
Manjr of them are 


not capable of undertaking ^-dinarj 
business affairs, and there is nothing 
else for them to do. What they may 
be best fitted for they are out of con- 
tact with, and at ordinary labor the} 
are unhandy. 


"Some of those who come here arc 


not drinking men, but those who have 
found themselves without resources. 
They come here and get a position, 
for, say, $5 a week, as many of them 
have done. We give them good board 
for ?2.50 a week, ard they stay long 
enough to accumulate a sufficient sum 
of money in savings to go out Into tho 
circles where they properlyi belong 
and seek their own level in the mat- 
ter of occupation."

Boston 


Tiansc-ript appeared a 
leproduction 


of an interesting letter written by 
Thomas 
Babington 
Macaulay, 
the 


great English historian, in 
ackiuwl- 


edging the receipt of a copy of the 
"JLife of Jefferson,"—we presume it 
was "The Life of Thomas Jefferson," 
•written by George Tucker and pub- 
lished in 'Philadelphia in the 
year 


1S37. 


la this letter the great Macaulay, 


in common with the -great majority 
of educated people abroad at that 
time, ilooked on our institutions with 
that foreboding now ielt by 
many 


here at liome. Lord Macaulay's let- 
ter eays: 


"You are. surprised to learn that 1 


have not a high opinion of Mr. Jef- 
ferson, and I am surprised at 
your 


surprise. I am certain that I never 
in parliament—a place uVbere it is 
the fashion to court the populace— 
uttered a word, indicating an opin- 
ion that the supreme authority in a 
state ought to be trusted to the ma- 
jority of citizens told by the head; 
in other -words, to the poorest and 
ouost ignorant part of society. 1 have 
long been convinced that institutions 
purely democratic must sooner or la- 
ter, destroy liberty or civilization, or 
both. 
In Europe, where the popu- 


lation is dense, the effect of such in- 
stitutions -would be almost 
instan- 


taneous." 


Everyone who believes 
that 
the 


•franchise is improved by education 
must hold in some degree the opin- 
ion of Lord Macaulay that the ma- 
jority—the American fetich of 
poli- 


tics—is "the poorest and most ignor- 
ant part of society." What is true 


the occasional majority in 
this 


~ country is also true of the occasion- 


al plurality. The result 
of 
unre- 


stricted immigration from 
Southern 


Europe in deteriorating the quality 
of both majority and minority ought 
to be seen at a glance by every citi- 
zen of ordinary intellectual capacity. 


The experience of France 
is re- 


ferred to as an illustration of Macaul- 
ay's contention. He speaks of the es- 
tablishment there of a. free democ- 
racy in 1848, when for a short time 
there 'was some reason to expect a 
general spoliation, a national 
bank- 


ruptcy, a. new partition of the soil, 
a maximum of prices, a ruinous load 
0£ taxation laid on the rich for the 
purpose of supporting the poor in idle- 
ness.

Your fate 
I beli«ve to be certain, though it is 
deferred by a physical cause.
